Fixed at $1.16 Per $ 100 Valuatson 


Witii the e\eeption^>Teig-ht precincts, the county tax budge 


romnnttee has cumpleted its work fixing the rate of taxation for 
ihe new duplicate. 
The new rates will doubtless be received with 


general satisfaction by the taxpayers for even with the increased 
valuation of all property, the rates will be such that taxes are low 
ered to an appreciable extent in practically 
all cases. This is 


largely due to the increased taxes to be paid by the railroads and 
other corporations, the burden being largely removed from the gen- 


or«.l taxpayer. 


In fixing the rate, the committee, of course, complied with the 


rew Smith one per cent, law and it will be seen that in only a few 
townships does the new rate equal the limit of ten mills on the dol- 
lar. 
In sorie districts it was necessary to go above the limit ow- 


ing- to assessments for sinking fund and .interest purposes, which 
are allowed by the law to be outside of the one per cent. 
The law 


also provides that "any 
indebtedness that may have been incurred 


since the passage of the Smith law, by a vote of the people, if 
any, 


may be added to the tax duplicate in addition to the 10 mills on the 
dollar, but the total of both levies shall not exceed the total sum 
levied in the year 1910."

The ueolian geologist, Ud- 


deu, taking conservative values nnd 
using falrlj- accurate data for the num- 
ber, velocity and durutlou of the dust 
storms In tho western states, con- 
cluded that "on the average about 
S.">0,000,OOO tons of dust are carried 
1.440 miles eacli year, thus doing in 
this region alone about 1,223,000,000,- 
000 mile tons of transport" The dust 
whirls run each, an average distance 
of 21S miles.
